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Developing  personality  is  much  harder  than  making  an  impression.  Anyone 
who  seeks  to  develop  a  personality  must  learn  to  think  seriously  about  what 
he  really  believes  and  about  what  he  wants  or  values.  You  must  learn  also  to 
live  easily  and  pleasantly  with  other  persons  so  you  can  learn  from  them.  A 
rich  personality  is  the  result  of  contact  with  many  people,  but  you  also  have 
to  give  and  take  to  “get  along.”  Young  people  even  try  to  “have  personality” 
on  purpose.  They  think  of  personality  as  something  to  be  “turned  on”  like 
a  light  in  order  to  impress  someone. 

The  “show  off”  who  tries  to  be  different  in  order  to  win  attention  really 
defeats  his  own  purpose.  He  is  calling  attention  to  himself  and  not  his  person' 
ality  as  an  individual. 

Kinds  of  personalities  are  very  hard  to  put  into  words.  The  optimist,  good 
natured  personality,  pessimist  and  many  others.  Authors,  poets,  and  thinkers 
have  a  rich  inner  life.  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  writer  of  “Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr. 
Hyde,”  has  described  the  meaning  of  a  split  personality,  and  Nathanial 
Hawthorne  who  was  the  Author  of  “The  House  of  Seven  Gables”  has  so  well 
expressed  his  characters  by  their  personalities. 

Personalities  may  be  shallow  or  deep,  but  every  normal  person  behaves 
differently  in  various  situations.  He  is  friendly  or  distant,  enthusiastic  or  cool, 
eager  or  uninterested,  depending  u;  on  conditions.  Anyone  who  always  shows 
the  same  qualities  to  all  situations  is  a  dull  and  unattractive  individual. 


ARE  TEEN  AGERS  THE  WORST  DRIVERS? 

High  school  students  have  been  accused  of  being  the  most  reckless  drivers 
in  the  country.  This  statement  is  not  one  hundred  percent  true.  Actually 
young  men  in  the  twenty  to  twenty-five  age  group  have  a  slightly  higher 
accident  rate. 

Practically  all  of  the  statistics  published,  refer  to  boys.  The  fatal  accident 
rate  among  girls  is  compared  with  middle-aged  adults. 

No  one  has  a  better  ability  to  handle  a  car  than  a  teen-age  boy,  quick 
reflexes  and  good  eyesight,  but  he  has  the  wrong  attitude.  His  judgment  is 
no  match  for  his  desire  to  show  off. 

When  a  young  man  gets  involved  in  a  fatal  accident,  it  is  usually  no  ones 
fault  but  his  own.  Where  older  drivers  die  in  collisions  with  other  cars,  young 
men  specialize  in  solo  crackups,  over-turning  their  cars  while  speeding,  or 
crashing  into  trees  or  walls. 

The  accident  rate  among  young  married  men  is  less  than  among  single 
men.  Apparently  wives  are  effective  backseat  drivers. 

As  soon  as  a  teen  age  boy  begins  to  drive  the  family  car,  his  parent’s 
insurance  bill  goes  up  about  90  per  cent.  If  he  owns  his  own  car  and  is  not 
married,  he  may  find  himself  paying  almost  four  times  as  much  as  his  father. 
When  a  girl  begins  to  drive  the  family  car,  the  insurance  rate  usually  stays 
about  the  same. 

Driver  training  programs  are  offered  in  high  schools  in  hope  of  developing 
mature  judgment  in  drivers.  In  the  majority  of  school  systems  where  it  is 
offered  the  program  is  optional,  but  many  people  connected  with  public  safety, 
feel  that  as  long  as  the  choice  is  left  to  the  individual,  there  is  every  likelihood 
that  the  youngsters  who  need  the  training  most  are  not  being  reached.  Michi¬ 
gan,  South  Dakota,  and  California  now  require  all  high  schools  to  offer  driver¬ 
training.  Michigan  also  requires  every  student  to  take  the  course  as  a  condi¬ 
tion  for  getting  his  license  before  the  age  of  18.  In  New  York  and  elsewhere 
a  driver-education  certificate  qualifies  a  youngster  for  his  senior  license  for 
night  driving.  This  is  at  17  instead  of  18.  Most  insurance  companies  are 
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reducing  rates,  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent,  for  boys  trained  in  school. 

Despite  all  the  efforts  to  promote  safe  driving,  the  statistics  continue  to 
pile  up.  AMERICAN  YOUNGSTERS  ARE  DYING  IN  AUTOMOBILE 
ACCIDENTS  AT  THE  RATE  OF  ONE  EVEPvY  FIFTY 'TWO  MIN' 
UTES.  Don’t  YOU  be  the  next  one. 

Please  realize  the  fact  that  you  have  a  responsibility  to  the  public  when 
you  accept  that  driving  license.  The  manner  in  which  you  operate  a  motor 
vehicle  is  a  good  picture  of  you  as  a  person. 


MY  FIRST  DATE

TIME  OUT  FOR  GINGER 

The  broadway  comedy  hit  called  “Time  Out  For  Ginger”  which  sketches 
the  tumult  in  a  family  that  includes  three  teen-age  daughters,  one  of  whom 
insists  on  trying  out  for  the  high  school  football  team,  is  being  presented  at 
North  Andover  High  School  on  Friday  and  Saturday  evenings,  April  3  and 
4,  1959. 

William  Rock,  Jr.  will  be  seen  as  the  father  of  this  family,  a  bank-exec- 
utive  in  a  middle-sized  city  with  a  weakness  for  making  loft  addresses  to  the 
assembly  of  the  local  high  school.  In  one  of  these  he  rashly  advises  students 
to  follow  their  inclinations  freely,  and  this  leads  to  considerable  uproar  in 
his  own  home.  His  three  daughters  are  quick  to  take  him  very  literally,  even 
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if  this  means  that  his  youngest  heir,  and  8  5 'pound  example  of  sweet  girlish' 
ness,  decides  that  she  must  express  herself  by  becoming  a  half 'back  on  the 
school  team. 

Susan  Roberts  will  have  this  role  of  the  athletically'minded  Ginger  of  the 
play’s  title,  with  a  frequent  opportunity  to  snort,  “Oh,  parents!”  contemptU' 
ously  from  time  to  time.  Martha  Meeker  and  Wendy  Lane  will  be  seen  as 
her  two  sisters  during  the  Friday  performance  end  Sara  Clarenbach  and 
Eleanor  Stang  during  the  Saturday  performance.  Donna  Hammond  will 
appear  as  the  wise  and  forbearing  mother  of  this  family. 

Much  of  the  comedys’  hilarity  arises  from  the  fact  that  Ginger’s  father  is 
really  delighted  at  having  his  daughter  turn  cut  for  scrimmage  every  after' 
noon,  as  a  kind  of  compensation  for  his  having  three  daughters  and  never  the 
son  wanted.  He  becomes  Ginger’s  ardent  fan  and  behaves  with  such  super' 
heated  enthusiasm  that  his  job  at  the  bank  is  endangered. 

Ginger’s  notoriety  as  a  female  half'back  begins  to  affect  her  sisters’  popu' 
larity,  the  peace  of  mind  of  the  school’s  principal,  and  even  the  confidence 
of  depositors  in  her  father’s  bank.  Father’s  harried  boss,  the  president  of  the 
bank,  is  only  mildly  amused  when  a  group  of  his  customers  perform  a  cheer' 
ing  snake'dance  in  the  lobby  of  his  institution,  and  a  rival  bank  prints  blotters 
reading,  “If  you’re  looking  for  a  half'back,  you’ve  got  the  wrong  bank.” 

The  most  famous  scene  of  this  New  York  hit  occurs  when  the  exuberant 
father  comes  home  after  a  big  game,  attired  in  a  coonskin  coat  and  wildly 
waving  a  pennant,  to  tell  the  exultant  tale  of  how  Ginger  was  rushed  into 
the  game  and  scored  a  touchdown  in  the  last  two'minutes  of  play.  His  feverish 
description  of  every  detail  of  how  she  ran  the  ball  down  the  field  convulsed 
Manhattan  audiences  for  44  weeks,  and  audiences  in  Chicago’s  Loop  for  28 
weeks. 

In  the  end,  the  uproarious  comedy  of  the  play  gives  way  to  a  touching, 
lump'in'the'throat  mood  as  the  confused  Ginger  finds  that  she  is  about  to 
lose  her  best  beau  because  of  her  football  playing,  and  she  decides  that  being 
a  girl  is  more  fun  than  scoring  end'runs  on  a  gridiron. 

Edward  Donahue  will  have  the  role  of  the  amiable  but  worried  bank  presi' 
dent.
